French minister to Haiti, protested 
vigorously, but he was powerless be- 
fore the fury of the people. 


Dragged to Street by Mob. 


Guillaume was dragged from the 


protection of the legation. 
Once in 


the street the crowd surged around 
him with imprecations and he was 
promptly shot to death. 
Even then the anger of the people 


was not appeased. 
The body of the 


president was mutilated, tied to the 
end of a rope and dragged through 
the streets of the city. 


The people ot Port Au Prince are 


in a state of intense excitement and 
further violence Is feared. 


The arrival of the Aii-.erican cruiser 


Washington with Rear Admiral Ca- 
perton on board, is expected at any 
moment.

THE TRUTH AT LAST. 


During the entire session ot the 


legislature the press agents of the 
Univprsity-Xormal school lobby have 
been most industrious in 
spreading 


broadcast statements which entirely

I have 
talked with many of my co-workers in 
the investigation and have found them 
unanimous in their astonishment at 
the lax methods and general 
ineffi- 
ciency which they encountered. 


"A similar survey was recently 


made of 
the 
Wisconsin 
normal 


schools. Its findings were even more 
scathing in their criticism of what is 
going on in these institutions. 
The 


normal school authorities, however, 
have welcomed these criticisms and 
are doing their best to remedy the 
evils which have been pointed out. 
For some reason which I cannot ex- 
plain, the university authorities have 
not been willing to do the same with 
their survey, but instead seem to be 
conducting an organized campaign of 
vilification

Tuesday afternoon the board opened 
six bids for the two paving jobs and 
a chart of the" prices was- considered. 
The contract 
for 
the 
paving of 
Milton avenue from St. Mary's ave- 
nue, north to the city limits will un- 
doubtedly be confirmed 
by the city 
council this afternoon as the Gund 
Graham company's bid of $12,489.60 
was low for this job. This contract 
was practically awarded by the board 
of public works this1 morning as the 
other 
bids are 
much higher. The 
"sticker" came on the bids for the 
asphalt macadam work On Wisconsin 
and South\Bluff streets. On this the 
board was split and the Gund-Graham 
company, which has a twin bid for 
the job on two brands 
of asphalt 
and the Butler Construction company 
of Wauskesak 
are rivals- for 
the 
jobs. 


Where Bids Differ. 
Tha. Gund Graham 
company 
oj 
Freeport 
are 
low bidders for the 
asphalt job with their bid of 91 cents 
per square yard with Aztec asphalt 
and fall behind the Butler company 
whose bid with Aztec asphalt is 97c.

LEATHER 
NOVELTY. 


A compact and complete pin case, 
which can be folded flat, so that it 
can be carried in a handbag or tuck- 
ed into a suit case, is a little neces- 
sity that can be easily made. 
To make, take two 
pieces of rib- 
bon or silk abiut 3V4, by &% inches. 
Overhand the two pieces together to 
•the depth of five inches, then 
fold 
one end up 2 '/4, inches and 
stitch 
through the center to form two small 
pockets. Place two rows of stitching 
across the ribbons, three and six

London, July 28..—The British stick 
to their trenches to. .the last man 
hence their heavy casualties. 
The 
French, the Germans and Belgians 
have no sentiment about 
yielding 
ground, if to their military advantage 
to do so, especially when thev can 
draw the enemy on to marked ranges 
But the tradition of sticking it out 
to the last, born of the days when 
man was pitted against mar. instead 
of man against machine, is so strong 
in the British army that one of the 
most important lessons of the war has 
yet to be learned by it 


These are the observations of a 
Canadian surgeon who has worked on 
the three allied 
fronts in Flanders 
and made a close study of the differ- 
ent fighting methods.

account, 
the 
French and German, unlike the Brit- 
ish, lay no stress 
on holding their 
front line of trenchesi In case of an 
attack they withdraw to 
the rear 
lines. 
Being a careful measured 
range, the enemy in taking the first 
line gets into a wasp's nest. The 
French, with 
marvelous accuracy 
pour both shrapnel and high explo- 
sives shells from their famous sev-

The superiority at that time 
was due to the slow mobilization of 
the French and the breakdown of the 
English plans for hurrying a large 
army to the continent.

the

and English the secrets of defensive 
entrenching; the Germans revealed

All these factors of -war- 
fare wore introduced by (he Germans 
in^the west. The Germans have kept 
ahead of their antagonists as new 
problem nfter new problem has come 
to thr front, and the year's balance 
is. therefore, greatly in their favor.

AT LIBERTY IN INDIA.. 


OTHERS ARE INTERNED 


[HY ASKOOIATHD PRESS.] 


Calcutta, India, July 28.—There are 
442 enemy alien" missionaries, most- 
ly Germans, at liberty in India and 
r.t their posts on parole on condition 
of good behavior. Seventy others are 
residing by compulsion in specified 
places, and 115 are interned. 


Knglish missionaries have recently 
written to the newspapers calling at- 
tention to the large proportion o£ Ger- 
man missionaries still at large and 
characterizing the government's len- 
iency as dangerous. 


"From the standpoin of a Christian, 
it would be pleasant to 
allow 
our 
German colleagues to remain at their 
posts," writes the Rev. Dr. William 
Miller, the 
leading Scottish Free 
church missionary in India, to the 
Madras Mail. "But the path of duty 
is not always pleasant, and the facts 
must be faced. 


"The nobler the character of any 
German, the more likely 
is 
he to 
share the spirit of antagonism to 
Great Britain which has taken pos- 
session of his country, and therefore 
the more dangerous his influence be- 
comes in a country -where wild and 
rr.ischie.vou6 rumors gain extraordin- 
ary currency among 
the credulous 
masses. 
"It appears to follow 
that 
every 
German, especially those who by in- 
telligence and character 
have 
the 
greatest influence, should be removed 
trom all places where it is in their 
power to aid our adversaries. Such 
removal is the kindest thing that can 
be done for our good 'German friends 
themselves, for it will place them be- 
yond the reach of strong temptation. 
There is nothing harsh or novel In 
the proposal that missionaries should 
for a time remove from any country 
with -which their own nation is at

Dresden, Germany, July 28. —The 
authorities of the little city of Reich- 
en bach, in the Vogtland, have decreed 
that all unmarried persons, male or 
female, hereafter shall pay for the 
privilege of single blessedness.

1400 to 2200 marks must pay B per 
cent more than they 
usually 
do; 
those whose Incomes run

2200 and 4000 marks must pay an 
additional income tax of 10 per cent;

A PAIR OF SHOESTRINGS. 


The Mattor of Length and How to Ti% 


a Bow knot Tha^ Will Hold. 


A shoestring is "sir-fourths" long 


when one does not specify the length 
required. 
"Slr-fourtlw of whatr la 


likely to be the question put by th« 
layman. 


When a man- buys a new pair of 


shoes too strings to them are Just long 
enough. When he buys the neit pair 
of shoestrings they are too long. The 
strings that come with the shoes are 
four-fourths long, the next pair will 
be six-fourths unless the purchaaer 
asks for and can get four-fourths. 


These length's have to do with men's 


high shoes. There is not the same 
trouble In the case of IOTPT shoea. 


Some shoestrings will ifrear a long 


time, but they •will become bnwn. Oth- 
ers will not wear so long, -but trill 
retain their original blackness. The 
strong strings that turn brown are of 
linen or very strong ^(ftton. The oth- 
ers are of mixed fibers that hold their 
color. 


Many people prefer the less durable 


shoestring, not only because it holds 
Its color, but because being of a less 
hard fiber It stays tied better than 
the other. A few of the millions of 
shoestring wearers know how to tie a 
bowknot that won't come untied. The 
method can be explained without a dia- 
gram. 


Instead of tucking the bow once 


over before drawing the knot tight, 
tuck it twice over. A fiddle string used 
for a shoestring would not come un- 
tied if the knot were made in. that 
way. This knot can be untied in the 
same way as the other, by pulling at 
the ends.—Philadelphia Hecord.

their drive through southern Russian 
Poland, the Germans recently swept 
over the city of Radom, capital of 
the jovernment of Radom, and 
the 
last important city in the south be- 
tween their legions and the metrop- 
olis, Warsaw. A description of this 
city was given out today by the Na- 
tional Geographic Society at Wash- 
ington: 


"Radom was one of the numerous 
thriving industrial towns of Russian 
Poland which. have sprung into be- 
ing during the last score of years 
with the speculation of western cap- 
ital and western manufacturing tech- 


: nique into the 
Slav 
communities 


1 nearest to Western Europe. Cheap 
and abundant labor has 
attracted 
many enterprises across the Russian 
borders, and ponvenience 
to 
the- 
larger markets and the vast stores of 
raw materials have held most 
of 
these enterprises in Russian Poland 
and in the Baltic Provinces. Radom 
was one 
(if- the 
progressive 
Slav 
towns brought forth by this western 
invasion of industry. 
"Warsaw lies about 60 miles al- 
most due north of Radom, while the 
only railway running through 
the 
southern county capital approaches 
by way of the fortress Ivangorod, 
making the distance by railway more 
than 100 miles. Radom is situated 
on the Mleczna, in a sweep of country 
which breaks into a low, flat reach 


] toward the north. It is on-e of th° 
best, most solidly built towns of Po- 
land, and, -unlike Lodz, it has taken 
the trouble to reflect the 
growing 
wealth of its business in a neat, well- 
planned, substantial outward appear- 
ance. The Industry of Radom has 
been hampered by insufficient means 
for transportation. 


"The population of the city ex- 
ceeds ?0.tt*M, nearly one-half of which 
Is Jewish. Tne factories turn out ag- 
ricultural machinery, leather goods, 
other machinery and iron products 
Radom is of importance to Polish 
history, for here several diets were 
held. Jadwlga, most famous queen 
of Poland, was chosen by electors as- 
sembled here in 1S32. Here, in 1401 
the union between Poland and Lithu- 
ania was brought about. .At the third 
partition of Poland, Radom fell TO 
the Austrians' share. It was 
an- 
nexed to Russia in 1815 "

weeks. German • regiments have been 
working their way from Cracow and 
Piotrkow, north and northwest, 
to- 
ward Warsaw through . the govern- 
ment of Hadom. Tomasow, Konskle", 
Przedborz,. Staszow, -Sandomierz, Os- 
trowlec, Ilza, and the River' Pilica 
have followed one another 
In 
the 
prominence 'of war reports, as' the 
Invaders have converged upon 
the 
central government of Warsaw, the 
kernel of Russian Poland. The nature 
of the country through which 
the 
German advance from the southwest 
has 'been pressed is described in a 
primer of war geography just issued 
by the National Geographic society. 
"Radom is a 
triangular 
province 
with Its base toward Galicia and its 
apex pointed directly at .Warsaw. The 
government 
contains 
' 4,768 
square1 


miles, much of which is'as rich as 
any laud in Europe. 
More than 50 
per cent of the total area of this gov- 
ernment was \mder 
cultivation 
in 
1.906. 
. 
• 
"The • government is • bounded 
on 
the west and north by the River 
Pilica, and upon- the north, .east and 
south by the River Vistula. 'In com- 
mon with all Russian Poland, it has 
suffered a dampening of its industrial 
and commercial development due'to a 
lack of facilities for communication. 
The Vistula River forms one of its 
main avenues of trade, while one rail- 
way crosses through the government 
from Ivangorod to 
Kielee, 
and 
a 
branch line projects ' south into the 
central part from Tomasow, Radom 
is bounded by the governments of 
Piotrkow on the west, Warsaw and 
Siedlce on the- north. Lublin on the 
east, and Austrian Galicia and the 
Polish government of. Kielee on the 
south. 
"The military 
difficulty 
of 
the 
country increases toward 
the south 
and toward the west; for irregular 
hills build its 
southern 
area and 
marshes and swamps, border the sides 
of the unhealthy Pilica. 
The souih- 
ern lands of the government are tak- 
en up with the heavily forested San- 
domir Heights, a 
broad 
series of 
ranges of deeply 
cleft 
hills, 
their 
ridges varying from 800 to 1,000 feet 
in height, and here and there pierced 
by valleys scoured and worn in great 
outs, that are bottomed by the richest 
of agricultural land and drained by 
tributaries of the Vistula. 
"Toward the central 
region, 
the 
country 
becomes 
a 
long, 
rolling 
swell, broken ever and again by stray 
hill formations,- and in places densely 
forested. 
The cleared land here is 
also extremely fertile. It is princi- 
pally under- wheat, rye, barley, oats, 
buckwheat, hemp, flax and potatoes. 
A vast amount of fuel alcohol is dis- 
tilled from the notatoes raised in. the 
•government. 
Here, too, are 
great 
cattle, swine and goose farms. Large 
quantities of grain and meats have 
always been prominent exports from 
Radom. 
"The northern districts of Radom 
government again take on a charac- 
ter disadvantageous to military oper- 
ations. 
The land slopes away, flat, 


low, 
monotonous, to fever-breathing 
swamps, marshes and long stretches 
of morass. 
The Pilica basin is a 
succession of marsh land, 
and 
is 
known as one of the most unhealthy 
parts of Poland. The climate through- 
out, the whole government is cold and 
moist, with a mean July temperature 
of 77 degrees Fahrenheit. 'The north- 
ern districts and the. narrow valleys 
among tje southern hills occasionally 
suflVr from severe floods. 


"Nearly a million people are sup- 
ported in the government, and its in- 
dustry has been developing rapidlv 
through recent- years. Radom is rich 
in certain minerals in iron ore and 
clay. 
Coal and zinc plso occur. In 
peace times, iron nnrt steel to an 
amount of some '700,000 tons is pro- 
duced."
